white persons occupy.” 

The squabble between McClure's ’ 
Magazine and the Pall Mall Magazine i 
over the serial rights of Robert I.ouls 
Stevenson’s posthumous unfinished 
story, “St. Ives,” calls attention to the: 
fact that some of the English maga¬ 
zines are trying to get even with their 
American competitors, which have in¬ 
vaded the English field, by bidding for 
an American audience. The Pall Mall 
has quite a large circulation in this 
country. One little fact brought to! 
light by the controversy is the relative j 
prices of some of the work of popular! 
writers. Mr. McClure says that he paid j 
Kipling twice ns much for the serial 
rights of “Captain Courageous” as "St. 
Ives” cost McClure's and the Pall Mall j 
together. 

There is a man in Rockland, Mass., 
Mr. Benjamin F. Poole, who has the 
courage to show his humaneness and 
affection for his pet animals not only j 
while they live and are of service to 
him, but shows his esteem and respect 
for their memory by burying them in a 
cemetery owned by him and kept for 
that purpose alone. He not only buries 
them with honors but marks their 
graves with monuments, all of suitable 
designs. These designs he obtained by \ 
advertising for competitive bids. One 
of them represents the horse asleep in 
his stall, carefully blanketed, the words' 
"Kequlescat in pace” being carved on 
the side of the marble blanket. An¬ 
other clever design was a colossal 
horseshoe on a pedestal, the jockey's 
cap and whip being drawn on one side 
of the pedestal. On another slab is cut 
a horse collar, broken, with the name j 
and age of the horse below it. 

“Ten or fifteen years ago,” says a 
business man quoted by the Philadel¬ 
phia Record, “the canned meats put j 
up in square tins by American houses 
were sold In great quantities in Samoa. 
It was not long before Australia and 
New Zealand packers saw that they 
were missing a good thing, so they sent j 
out agents who circulated a story 
among the natives to the effect that 
cheap American meats were composed 
of human flesh. They said that in the 
process of preparing the bones of dead 
Chinamen for shipment to the Celestial 
Empire from San Francisco the meat 
was canned and labeled ‘beef for Pa¬ 
cific island consumption. The story 
gained credence to such an extent that 
the natives shunned the square tins 
nnd could only be Induced to buy the 
round, flat tins put out by Australian 
and New Zealand houses. That preju¬ 
dice exists to-day to such an extent 
that United States Consul Mulligan has 
mentioned It in his report to the State 
Department.” 

A law in New York giving a lien on a 
tombstone for the purchase money has 
been declared unconstitutional by the 
Supreme Court of that State. The Court 
in its decision says: “The act in ques¬ 
tion is almost without precedent in the 
legislative history of the State. It con¬ 
fers upon the lienors the right to go 
upon the plaintiff’s burying ground 
and dig up and remove the monument 
and sell it nt public auction without the 
consent of the owner. In removing the 
monument they may desecrate the 
graves and disturb the remains. * * * 
Every civilized country regards the 
resting place of the dead as hallowed 
ground, and not subject to liens and to 
be sold upon execution like ordinary 
property. Courts of equity iiave al¬ 
ways been ready to restrain those who 
threaten to desecrate the graves of the 
dead and to protect the sentiment of 
natural affection which the surviving 
kindred and friends entertain for their 
departed rein t i ves.” 

There is a comparative scarcity of 
winter wheat in the East. Millers find 
it a difficult matter to get supplies of 
desirable qualities, even at a consider¬ 
able premium over the prices quoted for 
the contract grades. Very little West¬ 
ern winter wheat has tills year been 
shipped east of the Allegheny Moun¬ 
tains, and yet millers in the Central 
West are unable to get adequate sup¬ 
plies. Much of this season’s crop of 
winter wheat was admittedly unsound; 
but, with due allowance for this fact, 
there must either be a great deal of 
wheat hidden away at interior points 
or the calculations of the government 
and other experts with reference to the 
yield of winter sown grain have been 
wofully at fault. There is such unani¬ 
mity in the testimony about deficient 
supplies, and the comparatively high 
prices obtainable for winter wheat ap¬ 
pear to have such little influence In 
drawing out concealed stocks, that the 
conclusion seems lrresistable that the 
crop of winter wheat this season was 
more of a failure than the statisticians 
have been willing to concede. Other¬ 
wise, where is the wheat? Growers 
who have had frequent opportunities to 
sell at prices ranging from 85 cents to 
$1 per bushel, according to location, 
or from 8 to 10 cents above the option 
price at commercial centers, are surely 
not hoarding wheat in the hope of high¬ 
er prices! Yet if the crop of winter 
wheat has fallen so much below that 
of last season (when it was 257,700,000 
bushels), as the present situation seems 
to suggest, the exportable surplus of 
the deficiency is so much less than had 
been depended upon. In that event 
prices of wheat would be likely to rule 
higher in the last half of the crop year 
than they have in the last six months 
just passed.

How Muskrats Breathe Under Ice. 

\V. Spoon, the naturalist, asserts that 
the muskrat when obliged to go be¬ 
neath the ice from one side to the other 
of a pond has a curious mode of taking 
along Ills air supply. Instinct teaches 
Hint to take in a deep breath before 
starting, but even tills he knows will 
be insufficient for the trip. According¬ 
ly he Halts occasionally and exhales the 
exhausted air from his lungs. This air, 
being confined by tlie ice in the shape 
of a bubble, and in full contact with the 
icy water, becomes almost Instantly re¬ 
oxygenated. When the transformation 
is completed tlie wise rat again takes 
in tiis old breath, which is now a fresh 
inspiration. Thus rejuvenated lie again 
dives out of sight and begins swim¬ 
ming for the other side, only coming 
1 up against tho Ice as often as it is nec¬ 
essary for him to refreshen that valu¬ 
able little breath of air. But few hunt¬ 
ers and trappers are aware of the 
muskrat’s odd plans of elmnging his 
1 poisonous breath into a fresh inspira¬ 
tion, but those who are take a mean ad¬ 
vantage. By striking a heavy blow on 
the ice the air is dispersed, and the lit- 
tie animal dies of asphyxia.

The location of Cnbn is such that in 
case of annexation to the United States 
or even the certainty of its independence, 
the commercial benefits accruing to this 
country would be very great and lasting.

PERSONAL ENCOUNTERS. 

Interesting Notes About Duels and 
Duelling, 

Even In Germany the popularity of 
the duel is open to some doubt. Its ex¬ 
istence Is due not so much to a desire 
for n combat as of fear what people 
will say if there is no flglit. There 
ltnve been noted duelists who were al¬ 
ways ready for a fray, and when they 
entered a drawing-room women quail¬ 
ed nnd hoped it would not lie their hus¬ 
bands or lovers who would be so un¬ 
lucky as to excite Hie ire of the men of 
blood. 

During the occupation of Paris by 
the Allies there were duels every day. 
the Frenchmen usually being the chal¬ 
lengers and the victors, as they were 
very skillful with the small sword. 


The combat naturally attracted much 
attention. A great crowd witnessed 
the duel. Oue man received three ugly 
prods hut finally killed his antagonist. 

No duelist could ever he made to 
smile over the famous story of the En¬ 
glishman nnd Frenchman who were to 
tight a duel in a pitch-dark room. Not 
wishing to kill his man, the English¬ 
man fired up the chimney when the 
word was given, and, to his surprise, 
brought down the Frenchman, who 
had hidden there. 'When this story is 
told in France It is always flic En¬ 
glishman who is np the chimney. 

Fighting Fitzgerald was successful 
in eighteen duels before It was discov¬ 
ered that lie always' wore a coat of 
mail. For years ills fame in society 
had rested on his invariable success as 
a duelist, and this discovery was his 
undoing. A certain major in fighting 
him objected when his sword snapped 
on n heart-thrust and demanded an in¬ 
vestigation. He was afterward hang¬ 
ed in Ireland for murdering a neigh¬ 
bor. 

The most tragic duel in England was 
between Lord Byron, grand-uncle of 
the poet, nnd a kinsman. It was fought 
in a tavern room by the light of one 
tallow candle. Lord Byron was tried 
for murder, hut got off on manslaugh¬
